To  the  kindness  and  labor  of  others,  rather  than  to  research 
work  of  my  own,  am  I  indebted  for  being  able  to  compile  this 
brief  record  of  our  branch  of  the  Darlings. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Carlos  Parsons  Darling  of  Lawr- 
enceville,  Pa.,  a  request  was  sent  to  Mrs.  Delia  H.  Darling  Honey 
of  Albany,  Vt.,  who  generously  responded  by  returning  data 
gathered,  by  them,  for  future  publication  in  a  genealogy  of  the 
entire  Darling  family;  this  consisted  of  almost  all  of  the  informa¬ 
tion,  here  printed,  prior  to  Artemus. 

The  later  data  was  furnished  by  Mrs.  Grace  Chaplain  Barry, 
McGraw,  N.  Y. ;  Mrs.  Marcella  Rolph  Darling,  Chula  Vista,  Calif. ; 
Mrs.  Sarah  Laird  Flaherty  and  Thomas  Clinton  Flaherty,  Bald- 
winsville,  N.  Y. ;  Mrs.  Lucina  Johnson  Gee,  Taylor,  N.  Y. ;  Mrs. 
Matie  Davis  Robinson,  Lapeer,  N.  Y. ;  Mrs.  Emily  Piltz  Shevalier, 
Missoula,  Mont. ;  Mrs.  Harriet  King  Ustick,  late  of  Vineland,  N. 
J.,  and  Mrs.  Dena  Kinney  Wheeler,  Athens,  Pa. 

The  United  States  War  and  Pension  Records,  the  records  of 
the  Colonial  and  Laurel  Grove  Cemeteries,  Savannah,  Ga.,  and 
a  family  Bible  record,  have  been  used  to  substantiate  and  sup- 
pliment,  where  ever  possible. 

Even  so  small  an  undertaking  as  this  has  brought  much 
pleasant  correspondence  and  many  recollections, — among  them 
the  glimpses,  given  by  my  mother,  of  Grandfather  Artemus  and 
his  family,  whereby  we  learned  that  he  wore  his  hair  a  trifle 
long  and  neatly  braided  into  a  que, — also  that  he  rather  prided 
himself  upon  the  ability  to  drink  his  tea  as  it  was  poured,  scald¬ 
ing,  from  the  pot;  that  Aunt  Serepta  was  “a  notable  cook  and 
one  of  the  salt  of  the  earth,”  and  Aunt  Rhoda  a  handsome,  full 
figured  woman  who  wore  her  clothes  well  and  had  a  cheery  word 
for  everyone.  Somewhere  in  the  picture  there  was  an  old  dog — 
to  which  of  the  aunts  he  belonged  I  cannot  now  tell — whose  un- 
happy  duty  it  was  to  walk  the  tread-mill  used  for  churning  the 
butter, — a  duty  he  invariably  tried  to  shirk  by  hiding  away  on 
those  fateful  days. 

To  these  few  memories,  Mrs.  Flaherty,  Mrs.  Gee  and  Mrs. 
Wheeler  have  added  their  own  affectionate  ones  of  my  mother  as 
she  visited  in  their  homes  when  they  were  children  and  of  how 
she  brought  little  presents  of  books  from  which  she  read  aloud 
to  them;  also  what  is  here  given  of  my  father’s  life  before  leav¬ 
ing  Messengerville. 

Nor  could  this  short  record  have  been  accomplished  without 
Mrs.  Barry,  whose  willingness, — when  once  convinced  she  had, 
or  could  obtain,  the  information  desired, — more  than  met  every 
demand ;  she  it  was  who  located  and  copied  the  old  Bible,  spurred 
on  dilatory  relations  and  hunted  through  the  local  cemeteries  for 
occasional  missing  dates. 

The  suggestion  and  the  provision  for  the  re-printing  of  our 
record  in  pamphlet  form  came  from  my  sister. 

To  each  and  all,  in  the  spirit  in  which  their  help  was  given, 
are  my  thanks  returned.

Denice  Darling,  born  about  1640,  died,  Mendon,  Mass.,  Jan. 
25,  1717,  aged  77  years,  is  the  earliest  ancestor  of  this  line  of 
whom  we  have  any  proof;  the  vital  statistics  of  Braintree, 
Mass.,  record  that  on  11th  mo.  3rd,  1662  he  was  married,  by 
Peter  Bracket,  to  Hannah  Francis,  daughter  of  John  Francis, 
who  settled  in  Braintree  in  1650,  dying  there  Sept.  17,  1688,  and 
his  wife  Rose — who  died  Feb.  26,  1659.  Ballou  writes  “Two 
brothers,  John  and  Dennis  Darling  from  Braintree,  settled  in  old 
Mendon  soon  after  King  Philip’s  War,  when  the  fugitives  began 
to  return.  Names  appear  in  ministerial  tax  list  1685.  Dennis 
located  at  first  near  the  town  seat,  but  his  children  more  largely 
in  the  South  Parish.”  “Denice  Darling  had  an  older  brother, 
George,  who  settled  in  Salem,  Mass.,  about  1647.  Resided  also 
Lynn  and  Marblehead.” 

“The  Stone  House  on  the  Providence  and  Worcester  High¬ 
way  in  Mendon,  is  the  old  place  owned  by  Denice  Darling.”  Old 
Record  Rehoboth  Road.

28,  &  30, 
1744;  Mch.  28,  1744  Daniel,  Jr.  one  acre  he  purchased  of 
his  father. 

His  will,  made  in  Mendon,  Jan.  15,  1745-6,  mentions  his 
wife  Lydia,  sons  Daniel,  Samuel,  Peter,  William  and 
daughters  Abigail  Thayer,  Lydia  Boyce,  Susannah  Thomp¬ 
son  and  Kezia  Hunt.

Denice),  was  born  in  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  18th,  1822; 
died  at  Fort  Pulaski,  Ga.,  Nov.  3rd,  1874,  buried,  Laurel 
Grove,  Savannah,  Ga.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  millwright 
and  worked  for  the  Government  many  years  building 
light  houses  along  the  Atlantic  coast;  his  residence  was 
chiefly  in  Savannah  until,  about  a  year  before  his  death, 
he  removed  to  Fort  Pulaski. 

He  is  said  to  have  been  “in  the  ranks  when  the  first 
gun  was  fired  at  Sumter,”  but  the  first  official  record  we 
could  obtain  states  that  “James  P.  Darling,  private,  Gor¬ 
don’s  Company,  1  (Olmstead’s)  Regiment  Georgia  In¬ 
fantry,  also  known  as  Phoenix  Rifleman,  Confederate 
States  Army,  enlisted  April  2,  1862,  at  Thunderbolt  Bat¬ 
tery,  for  the  War.  This  company  was  reorganized  April 
26,  1862,  and  became  a  part  of  the  63  Regiment  Georgia 
Infantry,  C.  S.  A.,  the  Soldier  became  a  private  of  Com¬ 
pany  K,  of  that  Regiment.  He  was  appointed  Ordnance 
Sergeant,  at  Thunderbolt  Battery,  June  10,  1862.  The 
Field  and  Staff  muster  roll  of  that  Regiment  for  January

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and  February,  1864,  last  on  file,  shows  him  absent,  on  15 
days  furlough  since  February  28.  Other  records  show 
he  received  pay  for  services  rendered  during  the  months 
of  March  and  April,  1864,  and  that  clothing  was  issued  to 
him  on  May  11,  1864.  By  consolidation,  about  April  9, 
1865,  this  regiment  became  a  part  of  the  1  (Consolidated) 
Regiment  Georgia  Infantry,  C.  S.  A.,  and  the  Officer  be¬ 
came  Ordance  Sergeant  of  that  Regiment.  He  was  par¬ 
oled  at  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  May  1,  1865;  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  terms  of  a  Military  Convention  entered 
into  on  April  26,  1865,” — when  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman  de¬ 
manded  the  surrender  of  Gen.  Joseph  E.  Johnson.
